Of the 2,813 deaf and severely hard of hearing minors enrolled 
in special day classes and special day schools, information on 262 minors 
at the secondary level (grades 7-12) , identified by their teachers as 
deaf, was keypunched and data processed. 

No attempt was made to analyze statistically the infonsai ion 
secured, but rather to present to the statewide community the current 
status of psychological and achievement testing of deaf minors at the 
secondary level in California public schools.
